derment. A fat, lumpy, greasy old hag, mounted on a dray

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ImPROVEMENTS 1N CitiES. There are but few cities 
which do not spring from small begionings—grow up grad- 
ually—rise from a few scattering houses to villages—from 
villages to important towas—and from towas to extensive 
cities.

Posterity, when these mal-arrangements become changed 
from inconveniences to serious evils—have the task of re- 
formation devolving npon them—and this is so eary although 
necessary a task. No city is more irregular than Boston. 
The land it.covers was of all shapes, and with all man- 
ner of protuberances upon its surface, which were built 
pon, as we may say, promiscuously, the sirects being left 
to find themselves. With praise worthy liberality, in lat- 
er times, a considerable sum has been devoted to straight- 
ening aud widening the streete—and to an endeavor to cre- 
ate something like uniformity in the confusion of dwellings. 
The good effects of this are surprisiog—and Boston is not 
what it used to be. 

But there is yet a niggardlines in expenditure—a misdi- 
rection of funds, which is marring the good design. Our 
Government reform the evils entailed apon them by their 
ancestors, but create new ones themselves to perplex their 
own posterity. Let us instance two or three cases in which 
this mal-administration is manifest. 

First, they have built a court-house, which was much 
needed, and upon which they bave expended nearly two 
hundred thousand dollars. They gave assurances in an- 
swer to the complaints respecting the bad site of this court 
house, that the old fabric should be removed, a street laid 
out on the west side of the new structure, and thus a square 
be laid open which should be a beautiful ornament to the 
centre of the city, andserve to place the expensive building 
they have reared in good relief—what is the result? 

The money is expended—the Court house built—and 
now, the old and flimsy house of Justice is to remain for a 
city hall, or one be built on its foundation. No etreet is to 
be formed on the west side, and thus moncy has been wast- 
ed. Yes, wasted on the Court house in ornaments, which 
will lie buried in a mass of vid buildings huddled together. 

Secondly, a road was laid out over the lands upon the 
neck parallel to the old avenue. The space between is 
rapidly filling up. The travel over the new road is very 
great. It promires to become—nay it is a most valuable 
thoroughfare. And yet with the certainty of all these re- 
sults, itis made of a most paltry width, whose inconvenience 
is how'ly felt. Now is the time te alter it. Why is it not 
akered? 

So might we multiply cases, proving that new evils are 
created while old ones are remedied. ‘This should not be. 
A wary eye should be turned to the money of the citizens, 
but funds should not be spared in a growing city for neces- 
sary reforms or advantages. After years will fee! them when 
it is too late to remedy the mistakes of this.
